STALLING DEPORTATION . 

A Montreal court has released a man 
whom the immigration authorities had 
ordered deported. The judgment is 
regarded in legal circles as establishing 
the right of the courts to review the pro- 
ceedings taken before immigration 
officials and boards of inquiry, and to 
cancel deportation orders if they see fit 
to do so. 

If the new ruling is sound law, it is 
of questionable public advantage. No 
doubt people are sometimes deported on 
grounds which seem to lack sufficient 
cause. But when deportation is deserved, 
the less ceremony and delay in sending the 
party back where he came from the better. 


im 


The new ruling presumably means 
that, once he succeeds in landing in 
Canada, a wealthy criminal can fight 


deportation proceedings from court to 
court as long as excuses for delay can be 
found, with a chance of being turned loose 
by some court or other in defiance of the 
‘aw as understood and interpreted by the 
wfficials who administer it. 


WHY WE IMPORT COAL 


“Why should Canada, with one-twelfth 
of the known coal deposits in the world, 
send $56,000,000 a year abroad for coal’’? 
In these few words Premier Bennett the 
other day stated a conundrum for which 
the late Government tried to find the 
answer and for which the present Govern- 
roent is still seeking a solution. 

Stated in the similarly broad terms, 
the chief reason for this dependence upon 
foreign fuel is that the people of the pro- 
vince of Ontario are not willing to grant 
to the coal industry of other provinces the 
same measure of tariff protection they 
demand and secure for industries located 
in Ontario. And as Ontario sends 86 
members to the House of Commons, it is 
in position to make that unwillingness 
effective. 

If anyone supposes there is any mark- 
ed change in sentiment in that province on 
this subject he has only to glance through 
the Ontario newspapers, and note the ob- 
jections raised in parliament by Ontario 
members to the imposition of a modest 
tariff of 40 cents a ton on United States 
anthracite. That duty is by no means 
large enough to shut out the $20,000,000 
worth of anthracite which annually comes 
into Canada from the United States. But 
it has been large enough to bring protests 
from Ontario consumers, through the 
press and in parliament. 

Not all of these protests come from 
those who object on general grounds to a 
strongly protective tariff. There are mut- 
terings also in the Ontario newspapers 
which support the Government, and an 
ominous silence on the part of Mr. 
3ennett’s followers in the House. Regret- 
table as it is, the fact may as well be faced 
that the prospect of making Canada self- 
dependent in the matter of fuel supply is 
not bright. 


HALTING THE MERRY-GO-ROUND 


Germany has been borrowing money 
in the United States to pay its reparations 
debts to France, Britain and other Allied 
countries. These in turn have been ship- 
ping the money back to Washington to pay 
their war debts. 

The net result of this circular move- 
ment is that Germany has been getting 
farther into debt to the United States, 
and the Allied nations out of debt. What 
the process amounted to in substance is 
that Germany's debt to the Allies was 
being converted into a direct debt to the 
United States, or to the banking interests 


of that country. The end of the process 
would have been that the Allies would be 
out of debt, and the United States out an 
indefinite number of billions of dollars 


which it must collect from Germany if it 
collected at all 

It has apparently occurred to Washing- 
ton that if Germany cannot pay its debts 
to the Allies out of its earnings, it will not 
be in any better position to pay the 
amount of those debts, plus interest and 
arrears of interest, to the United States 
or to United States capitalists 

Calling for a moratorium on the debts 
all-round was an act in relief of the inter- 
national trade situation for which the 
Government of the United States deserves 
full recognition, But it was also an act 
for the relief of the paralyzed foreign 
trade of the United States itself. And it

There is no more over-worked and 


man-handled word in the vocabulary 
than the word rights 

Here is another word that needs ree 
thinking and re-casting 

All sor of anti-social 
hides behind it.

Answer: I frequently use the grape 
diet and grape juice fast in my pri- 
vate practice with very favorable re- 
sults, The whole grapes, with the 
exception of the seeds, are used, except 
when there is sone inflammation of 
the intestinal tract, in which case only 
the juice is used. Lither the fresh raw 
julee or the pasteurized grape juice 
produces satisfactory results. No 
sugar should be added, however, as 
this interferes with the curative action. 
Grapes furnish plenty of nourishment 
to maintain the patient's strength and 
also provide an abundance of the pro- 
tective alkaline elements which are so 
necessary in building up the body's 
resistance against disease, Grape juice 
is readily digested, and the grape 
sugar is assimilated by the body more 
readily than any other form of sugar.
